New Two-Story Science Building 
At Mercy of $1.8 Million Election 


A $1.8 million bond __ issue, 
which if passed will finance con- 
struction, of a new _ two-story 
science building, was approved by 
the Hartnell College board of 


trustees Nov. 3 in an extended 
meeting. Forty thousand dollars 
for the conversion of the men’s 
gymnasium into a multi-purpose 
room with a 20 by 48 foot stage, 
dressing and storage rooms, and 
acoustic tiling, were deleted be- 
cause of some controversy about 
the matter. 

The trustees’ assemblage was a 
continuation of a three hour meet- 
ing one week earlier, in which 42 
items were on the agenda. 


Architect’s drawings of the pro- 
posed science building were on 
display in the Student Union 
lounge last week. 


The building, which will be 
located north of the library, will 
be constructed with concrete and 
glass and will blend into the sur- 
roundings of other new buildings 
such as the library. Topping the 
construction will be a 100-person 
capacity planetarium, which Hart- 
nell administrators say will be 
beneficial to both the community 
and students. 

Floor space will consume 41,612 
feet in the science building, which 
will also house a lecture hall.

Sophomore Tom Yamano and 
social science instructor Mr. Lor- 
enz Newton recently attended a 
regional White House conference 
ono domestic affairs held by Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown in San Fran- 
cisco at the Whitcomb Hotel on 
Nov. 21. 

Open ‘to the public ,the con- 
ference’s main purpose was to in- 
troduce the ideas and programs of 
the departments of labor, justice, 
and health, education, and wel- 
fare. President Kennedy recently 
summed up the idea of the con- 
ferences by saying, “Through per- 
sonal contact and open discussion, 
the White House regional con- 
ferences are a means of reporting 
directly ‘to the people the steps 
taken by the government to ad- 
vance their welfare and of obtain- 
ing, for the President, a report 
from the people on their prob- 
lems and future needs.” 

Both Hartnell representatives 
attended the, Monday program 
entitled “Opportunities for 
Youth.” Mr. Newton visited the 
panel on “Youth Problems and 
Program Youth” while Tom went 
to “New Opportunities for 


Youth.” A few of the problems 
covered included federal aid to 
education, federal control of edu- 
cation, and parochial schools. 

With the panels ending at 4 
p-m., the participating group left 
for dinner. 

Evening was highlighted hy an 
address from Federal Secretary of 
Labor Arthur J. Goldberg. He 
spokek on employment, lower 
tariff, and other current labor 
problems. He also spoke of future 
plans of the Kennedy administra- 
tion. A question and answer pet- 
iod followed where Goldberg, as 
well as Governor Brown, an- 
swered questions about current 
subjects. 

Tuesday's program of the con- 
ference included panel discussions 
on “Opportunities for ‘Our Cities” 
and “Opportunities for Senior 
Citizens.” 

Tom and Mr. Newton returned 
with many pamphlets pertaining 
to varied current subjects as well 
as notes-on the panel discussions.

To Continue or Drop? 


The California Junior College 
Association’ voted 39-17 last Oct. 
$1 to study a recommendation to 
eliminate all post-season JC foot- 
ball games and close the season 
in November. The propgsal is to 
be voted on next fall. 

What does this mean to foot- 
ball at the junior colleges? At 
Hartnell this would mean no San- 
ger Bowl tomorrow, or Lettuce 
Bowl next year, or any bowl 
games in the future if post-season 
football. games were eliminated. 
Why would such a recommenda- 
tion ever get started in the first 
place? Many teachers, parents, and 
even students believe the: games 
take too much time away from 
their studies. A post-season game 
means more practice sessions for 
the players. This time could be 
used for studying, as exams are 
held close to the time that the 
bowl games are held. 

Dr. Calvin C. Flint of Foothill 
College in Los Altos, said the 
move “is necessary in the differ- 
ent kind of world that now ex- 
ists”. He said the association 
should. dramatically demonstrate 
increasing academic responsibility. 

“There is no question that 
players are affected academically 
by post-season games,” commented

Dr. Flint. “Players and students 
could lose approximately two 
weeks’ time because of the excite- 
ment of pre-bowl game activities, 
and this time could otherwise be 
devoted to studying.” 

Dr, Flint is not -alone in this 
way of thinking. Coach Dan De- 
vine of the University of Missouri 
withdrew from any possible in- 
vitation to a bowl game even 
though the school had received a 
number of feelers. Devine said he 
kad a responsibility to the players 
and their parents to see that foot- 
ball doesn’t interfere with their 
classwork, which the extention of 
the season to include a bowl ap- 
pearance would do. 


The larger schools around the 
nation are beginning to think 
awhile before accepting any bowl 
bids. Although there has not been, 
and probably never will be, any 
recommendation to eliminate the 
bowl games for large schools, the 
coaches are now considering the 
factors involved in the post-sea- 
son. 

OTHER SIDE 

To look at the other side of 
the coin, what do othe players 
themselves think of the idea? 
Many feel that it is their right, 
something they have worked for, 
and they deserve to have a bowl 
game as ‘something to show for 
their season-long work. “What 
would baseball be without the 
world series? Could the National 
Football League get along with- 
out the game between the eastern 
and western champions? Should 
the NCAA eliminate the regional 
playoff in basketball? These ideals 
would seem ridiculous to the 
people involved and two off these 
do not concern studies anyway. 
The point is, even though studies 
have nothing to do with some of 
these ideals, the people involved 
in these sports deserve to have 
something to show for their ef- 
forts. If a team is good, why keep 
it a sécret. The players worked 
for the honor of being the best so 
why not let them have the bowl 
game. The bowl game features 
two outstanding football teams; 
a game which players of both 
sides are proud to be a part ‘of. 

Both sides of the argument 
could do on for a long time. It is 
entirely possible that the com- 
mittee will recommend continua- 
tion of bowl games. Although Dr. 
Flint speaks against the post-sea- 
son games he has said, “if the 
committee decides to continue the 
games, I'll go along one hundred 
per cent”. Do the other faculty 
members and coaches feel the 
same way?

FBI Hoaxed By Frat 


The “Heights Daily News” of 
New York University says the in- 
cident began when one of two 
fraternity brothers at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania lifted his 
phone receiver to make a call at 
10 p.m. He heard a series of words 
and numbers which he _ said 
sounded like “altimeter readings 
or a ship-to-shore phone call.” 

Almost immediately he re- 
ceived a call from a man claiming | § 
to be chief Air Force security offi- 
cer at Philadelphia International 
Airport. 

The voice on the phone said 
two existing Strategic Air Com- 
mand lines had been cut and that 
their phone line had been acci- 
dentally connected to the only 
operative SAC communications | | 
unit in eastern North America. 

The two students were ordered 
to remain at their phone and to 
wait for word from the Air Force 
Security and the FBI. At 4:30 
a.m, they were called and told by |; 
a supposed U.S. security official 
that a taxicab would pick them 
up in 20 minutes. 

The cab driver presented the 
students with two sealed envel- 
opes, one instructing them to pro- 
ceed to the railroad station, avoid- 
ing contact with strangers, and 
the other, to be opened on arrival 
in Washington, telling them to 
proceed directly to the Pentagon. 

Tickets to Washington were 
awaiting them at the railroad 
station. 

At the Pentagon, officials sup- 
posedly disclaimed any knowledge 
of the incidents, but interrogated 
the students for six hours.
